REFORM BILLS 


Leadsrs in Legislature Oppose 


Fixing Day to Adjourn. 


OVER 1800 BILLS IN HOUSE 


Independent* Determined to <"° on 


Record on Leading le«ue»—Shaping 
th« Public Utllitlei Law — Other 
Legislative News.

Harrisburg. March 25. 


•With the closing of the floodgatesof 


the house for the presentation of bills 
the legislature will soon bi able to 
reach some kind ot an agreement as 
to when flnal adjournment ram be bad. 
From now on It will require unani- 
mous consent for the presentation of 
any more bills In the hous<, but the 
senate will follow Its usunl custom 
and allow bills to be present-.-a at any 
time «p to the closing days of the ses- 
sion. 


Steps are already on foot to bring 


about some sort of tentative agree- 
ment between the two IIOINCS as to 
the fixing of a date for fina. adjourn- 
ment, but up to the present little has 
been accomplished In this direction. 
An effort was made on Wednesday 
last at the meeting of the . ommlttee 
on rules of the house when a motion 
was made to agree upon the presenta- 
tion of a joint resolution in the house 
to fll May 7. The purpose 01 bringing 
up this aubject at this time was to 
feel out Speaker Alter, who is a domi- 
nant factor In the committee, and It 
had the desired result. He emphati- 
cally set down on any proposition hav- 
ing a flnal adjournment dat-j In view 
until after the committees 
of 
the 


house have had ample time to thresh 
out the great mass of legislation now 
In their pigeon holes and slvo each 
bill the requisite amount ol consider- 
ation which It demands. 


In this attitude he was supported 


by the Washington party or independ- 
ent members of the rules i ommlttee, 
who take the ground that it will be 
Impossible to reach anything like a 
satisfactory agreement for three or 
four weeks, as It will take tl is amount 
of time to sift out the bllU The In- 
dependent 
members are taking the 


ground that It will be to th( ir Interest 
to remain In session until all of the 
proposed legislation has been acted 
upon one way or the othtr, so that 
they cannot be subjected to charges 
of side-stepping the Issues raised. It 
Is admitted on both sides that the 
really Important legislation has not 
yet been enacted, and until a start Is 
made In this direction not even the 
preliminary steps looking tJ flnal ad- 
journment can be taken. 


The plan of Speaker AH-ir and his 


friends In the house is said to in- 
clude a program for the firure which 
•will be arranged so that the entire 
forenoon will be devoted to the com- 
mittee work and then have the house 
hold two sessions a day, one In the 
afternoon and one In the evening. He 
figures that with this pla i working 
real progress would be made in clear- 
Ing the already voluminous calendars, 
and after this has been in effect for 
several weeks daylight would begin 
to appear, and an agreement would be 
easily reached for flnal adjournment. 


All precedents have been beaten In 


both houses in the 
presi ntatlon of 


bills, the house having received be- 
tween 1800 and 1900 and '.be senate 
about half this number. Tliese cover 
every known subject under the sun al- 
most, and the sponsor for each one 
thinks that the enactment if his own i 
pet measure will be the o'-.ly one to 
bring about a more congenial exist- 
ence for the future.

ings are In progress on these bills by 
the various committees,

these lengthy arguments an hoard the 
bills are again threshed ( u t on the 
floor. 


Shaping the Utilities Law. 


One of the subjects which will eon- 


eurno considerable time 01 both the 
branches Is now undergo!!.? the pre- 
liminary process of forma!Ion. 
This 


is the enactment of a pub'ic utilities 
law which will bo so fra ned as to 
stand the test In the cou -ts and at 
the same time prove benefli ial to both 
the public and the owner; or these 
utility companies. That tin:; ta»k is a 
herculean one goes without saying, 
and the members will find their hands 
full In trying to satisfy bo h sides 10 
the controversy. The Joint commute 
on judiciary general of the icnato and 
house has already held one hearing 
on this matter and a partial expression 
of the views of the attorneys repre- 
senting the various public service cor- 
porations has been heard. 


So far two vital amendnvnts to the 


Mil have been agreed upon and these 
will no doubt be followed by others 
before the bill Is finally whipped into 
shape. These amendment! give the 
proposed public utilities lommlsalon 
power to require full publicity to stock 
Issues to prevent the isstia nee of wa- 
tered stock, to have corporations make 
tax returns on the value ot their phy- 
sical property rathen than the value 
of their securities and to empower the 
commission to aid the abol tlon of the 
grade crossings and the smoke nuis- 
ance. Another amendment s that cov- 
ering the relation of municipalities to 
public utility companies. This provides 
that cltlea may have the light to en- 
gage In public utility service, and for 
thte right ar« not compelled to seek 
the permission ot the proposed com- 
mission, but where a private corpora- 
tion IB doing business, be "ore 
.1 city 


can enter Into competition a certifi- 
cate must be Issued by tie commis- 
sion stating that service b tho muni- 
cipality l» regarded for public con- 
venience. If the commission decides 
against th» city the latte- may pur- 
chase the control and property of the 
existing corporation at a price set by 
the commission. 


It waa pointed out that In the pro- 


vision for the removal of crade cross- 
ings provision was made that In the 
event of the municipality a id the com- 
pany failing to reach an agreement 
the commlsBion would be empowered 
to make flnal termination 
The bill 


also give* the commission power over 
the rates of all public service corpora- 
tions and power to regulate the ser- 
vice, and there Is nothing In the bill 
to prevent a municipality from con- 
itructlnc a plarjt and leasing It to a 
private corporation for op-ration. 


More Liquor Legislation.

Applications for license 


must set forth that the applicant Is a 
club forme* for social and recreation 
purposes, and not for the purpose ot 
violating the laws. No members of 
the club applying for the license shall 
be under 
age, and the applications 


must set forth the date of the club's 
Incorporation, number of members, 
rules regarding {he admission of mem- 
bers, amount of initiation and annual 
dues, location,and similar data. Re- 
striction Is made that no liquor In 
greater quantity than a quart shall 
be sold for use outside of the club- 
roomB, and the penalty for violation of 
any of the provisions is punishable by 
a fine ot $50 or ten days In prison. 


Another bill aimed at the breweries 


and distilleries was offered by Repre- 
sentative Dunn, of Philadelphia. 
It 


prohibits any brewer or distiller or 
any agent or employe of a brewer or 
distiller from owning or controlling 
the real estate in which any licensed 
saloon is located. A similar bill of- 
fered by Senator Nulty in the senate 
prohibltB the courts from granting a 
license in any property which Is own- 
ed by the.brewery or distillery. In be- 
half of the bills their sponsors claim 
that it frequently happens that the 
brewers and distillers own ijie real 
estate In which a saloon is located, 
and that they refuse to give the li- 
cense holder a lease except on a month 
to month basis. They are then able to 
force the tenant to purchaise their 
goods and pay any rent which they 
see lit to demand, all of which is re- 
garded as a hardship oa Hit' license 
holder. 


Representative John It. K. Scott, ot 


Philadelphia, has presented a bill mak- 
ing It possible tor the prosecutor to be 
represented before a grand jury when 
it has under consideration uny mat- 
ter In which he Is Interested. -It is 
also provided that a stenographer car 
be present and tfike notes of all the 
testimony presented. It is claimed in 
behalf of the bill that the information 
thus gained would be of value to the 
prosecutor should he. desire to carry 
the case to a higher court. 


The senate committee on elections 


to which has been referred all of the 
bills recommended by the findings of 
the election commission, will hold a 
public hearing on these measures in 
the near future. Invitations imvn been 
sent to the election commissioners, as 
well 
as 
leaders in various reform 


movements throughout the state, ask 
Ing them to be present and stive the! 
views on the passage of the bills. _ 


At tbe same time the committee wil 


hear arguments on the bill providing 
an amendment to the federal coastitu 
tlon to elect United States senators by 
the direct vote of the people. It was 
at first thought that this would be de 
laytd In committee until towards ad 
journment and thus allow the domi 
nant factors to sidestep the proposi 
Uon, but it appears that it will be al 
lowed to pass the senate and thus pu 
Pennsylvania In the list with the othe 
states which 
have already uclo;>te 


this amendment. 
Prohibits Misleading Advertisements. 


Governor Tener has signed the bil 


passed in the early days ol' the ses 
slon which prohibits the*.making o 
false statements or advertisement 
concerning merchandise, securities 'o 
services. 
The provisions o:t the bl 


are as follows: "Whoever, In a news 
paper, periodical, circular, form, le 
ter or other publication published, dis 
trlbuted or circulated In this commot 
wealth, knowingly makes or dissem 
nates or causes to be made or dissem 
Inated any statement or assertion con 
cerning the quantity, the quality, th 
merit, the use, the present or forme 
price, the cost, the reason for th 
price or the motive or purpose of ; 
lale of merchandise, securities or ser 
vices or concerning the method of pro 
ductlon or manufacture of such mei 
chandlse or-the possession of rewards 
prizes or distinctions conferred on ac 
count of such merchandise or seeur 
ties which Is untrue or calculated t 
mislead, shall be guilty of a misde 
meanor, and on conviction shall b 
sentenced to pay a flne of not mor 
than $1000, or by Imprisonment In th 
county Jail .not exceeding sixty days 
or by both such flne and Imprisoi 
ment."
